In others the 
whole stmcture is rickety, and 
ftesds ettlier thorough repairs, or 
else to be removed altogether. Yet 
the people who own these properties 
will continue to do nothing to im- 
^rowe thenu and they s eem indiffer- 
ent to tlMlr appearance. 

The community interest in such 
matters ought to be considered. It 
«eems unfair that a pall of dingi- 
ness should be thrown over a neigh 
V w i hood Jnst beeanae one property 
holder is negligent. Public senti- 
ment has nqt yet reached the point 
■where an ow^ner could be required 
to keep buiidincs in good condition. 
It may conw to Umt soim tiOM — 
•Wfen in Paris. But business and 
^Ivlc organizations might well re- 
mon.^trale with real estate owners 
who. fail to co-operate with town 
by maintaining their 
property creditably. The own- 
ers may, M course, say that they are 
unable to afford improvements at 
present <y>sts. -But it can usually 
bo sbown tbnt poorly maintained 
Unpeitf is ^ poor inTsstment, and 
that better care brfnss retvms. 

A little frank talk by influential 
citizens of Paris with people who 
neglect their holdings might re-ult 
in the improvements that the neigh- 
bors desire. PossfUy there are some 
owners in Paris to whom the tactful 
hint should be dropped that shabby

Two prisoners, L. T. Leach and 
Scott Ollbert, condneid in the Bour- 
bon county jajl, made their escape 
from that place Saturday night, af- 
ter the manner of several othMrs 
who had b^ there before. ^ 

The nm beated the limestone 
partition to a window by burning 
their bed clothing at its base and 
throwing cold water on the heated 
stone until it crumbled sufficiently 
to be pushed stl^s, nuJtIng an 
opening large enough to admit their 
bodies. A half dosen or more es- 
capes have been made in a similar 
manner during the past year. The 
first prisoner who found the method 
passed it on to others, and It has 
been successfully used In each in- 
stance. 

Leach was sent to jail about six 
weeks ago on a charge of bootleg- 
ging, following a conviction a short 
time ago. He was awaiting the ac- 
tion of the grand jury at the coming 
term of the Bourbon Circuit Court, 
the charge being a felony. Gilbert 
was confined in the jail for an 
alleged ossanit on mils B. Hidclll, 
tailor. He was reported as SoCering 
from the effects of being gassed and 
shell-shocked while with the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force in France. 
An effort is being made by the 
American {iSgion to get his record 
and to ascertain If his story was cor- 
rect. Leach left a note stating that 
the jail was not a fit place for even 
a hog to sleep or stay in. 

Gilbert was captured . Sunday 
morning near Winchester by offlcials 
and returned to Paris in the after- 
noon. Leach was atill at large yes- 
terday, and nothing had been learn- 
ed last night as to his whereabouts.

We urge 
all Kentucky editors, for the good 
name of education, and in the inter- 
est of the children of the State, to 
serve notice on the Commission that 
all contestants must have a fair 
deal, and that no favorad ruling 
will be tolerated. These newspapers 
hold no brief for any site, but they 
believe the press must see that jus- 
tice -is done all of them.

HonoIulQ.— An iounedlate atart on, 

exiierlmental boHngs In the bed of 
the active volcano of Kilauea, on the 
Island of Hawaii, to determine whetli- 
er di» kaat oC tfaie Tolcano can be har- 
nessed and comrerted into electrical 
power, was urged by Dr. T. A- Jaggar, 
director of the Volcano observatory, 
at the annual met'ting of the Volcano 
Research association here. 

Doctor Jacgar said that tentative 
plana for the ezpefiflMBt cartumeed at 
least 50 borings so located aa -to pro- 
vide a thermal map of the hot belt 
of the volcano. The first l)oring would 
be sunk to a depth of 200 or 300 feet 
in the center of the crater, with the 
otbera at 50 to 100 feet deep, depend- 
ing upon the nature- of tiie resultant 
diaeoiverios. 

Borings in Lava Beds. 

Most of these borings will be made 
at the source of old lava flows. 

The meeting, commemorative of the 
tenth anniversary of the founding of 
ihe research association, decided that 
the borings should not be made un- 
til subscriptions totaling $8,000 had 
been obtained to defray the expenses. 
Of this sum $7,000 already has been 
donated. 

Doctor Jaggar also recommende<l 
the construction of a practicable pack 
triiil To the summit of Mauna Loa. 
14.0(H) feet above sea level. Kilauea is 
situated 4,000 feet above sea level, on 
the dopes of Mauna Ixml Doctor 
Jaggar said that he expected a snm 
mit outbreak of Mauna Lon. in the 
crater of Mokuaweoweo, next year, 
or in the year 1924, as nine years will 
have lapsed then since Mauna (^a's 
laat actlTtty.
